THE KENTUCKY RACING COMMISSION. 

Important Measures Pending for Considera- 
tion at Its Approaching Meeting. 



I.exington. Ky., NovemlMT 1.7. — The next mw'ting 
of the KenUieky State Kaeing Commission will be 
held here NovemlM-r 2.7. when the eliief matter for 
eonsideration will be the tirst ri'port of the eom- 
mis.-iioners to the Kentneky legislature, which is 
to eonvene in December. This report is now in 
IMeparalion by .Secretary Rouse at his home in 
Bmlington. 

The last mi'eting of the commission was held 
on Tm-sday, Oi-tolier 1.7, and at that time (’olonel 
Milton Voiing presented two important measures 
which will come np for adoption or rejection. One 
reads; "That asso<‘iations lieensi'd by this com- 
mi.ssion shall not recognize gambling’ during the 
race meetings granted by tliis eonimission.” and the 
otliiT reads: ".VII persons who desire to race, train 
or ride upon the tracks lieensisl by this eonimission 
S'hall lirst prix-nro a license to nice, train or ride.’’ 

'J’hat there will be op|H>siiion to both of these 
measures is eertain. but It is nol easy to predict 
whether or not they will be adopled. ‘ It may be 
said, however, that they will be pas.sed if one other 
member of the .eommission voles with (’olonel 
Yonng and Colonel F’.. F. Clay. As yet tile track 
owners have said link- about the pro|K)sition to cut 
off ibeir revenue from bookmakers, but that litlle 
lias bisui sulbi-ioiit to imiieate that (bey have no 
lanev for the |iro|v>s«-rl rule. They ma.v not come 
out broadl.v against il, but they will not sit still 
and see it go tliroiigli. 

The proposilion to lieeiisi- everylM«1y is not fully 
nnderslnod. It 'is not iudieated in llie reswlnliim 
whether or not the Racing Commi.ssion means to 
charge for the lieens,->s it will issue to those who 
race, train or ride, luit it seems to Im* the nnder- 
staniling among horsemen here that it (liM*s, and in 
(■oii.senueiiee there is a kick. 

"Willi lii-ensi* lo pay in the east, in (he south 
and in California, we are alread.v overburdened with 
taxation,” say the horsemen. "What need has the 



.state Kaeing Commission for a fund? The law 
ereating the eonimission iirovides for the payment 
lo its secretary a sum not exceeding $l,2,i,» |mt 
.• mnnm by the racing associations of the state, 
tile anioniit to be paid by each association to Im* 
iixeil by the commissioners. The onlv other thing 
lor winch the eonimission eoiild iiossibly be in-need 
of funds would be for the rent and niaintenunee of 
Its general oltiee — not over .S.'iIKt pt'r year. The 
law does not say how this shall he paid, but it is 
presumed that 1( eomes with the secretaiT’s salary.” 
V\ Idle the law diMts not say that the eonimission 
shall not create a fund, it dCM*s not sa.v that it 
shall do so. unless it can be construed to have that 
right under the following expression, which is the 
jirst part of st'ction three; "Said eommission shall 
have the iMiwer to prescribe the rules, regulations 
and eoiiilitinns nniler wliieli running races sliall lie 
eoniineted in this stale." It has been suggested 
by a eon.servative. thinking turfman that if the 
eommission will ann*nd the resolution to rend: 
".Vll persons who desire to race, train or ride ii|mhi 
the Iraeks licensed by this eommission. sliall first 
seenre the approval of this eommission.” 

I olonel Vouiig said at the time the measure was 
offered that it was bis olijeet to wi|M? out rule 4i! 
of the Racing (’ommission rules and secure 11 
lirnier eonlrol of the people who race, train or ride 
III Ibis slate. Rule 4i! now reads: ”.Vny owner, 
ir.ainer or joeke.v having a license from anv repu- 
table turf antliorlty shall he allowed to race, train 
or ride on any track liei-nsed by llie .state iiaeing- 
Comniission witlioiit securing further license." 

rnless it in part he Hie desire of the i-ummis- 
sioii to ereale a fund from licenses, it would si*, -in 
that the "approval’’ of a license from the Joi-kev 
Club. Hie .'Vmeriean Turf .Vssoeiation. the Western 
.TiM-key Club or Hie I’ai itie Jin-key Club would snf- 
tiee. l-'or. without the eommission’s approval.

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AMERICAN INVASION OF ENGLAND. 



Richard Ten Broeck’s Long Endeavor to 
Prove Superiority of American Racers. 

A Very notable and almost foi-gotten racing In- 
cident was the invasion of Kiigland before the Civil 
War by the American turfman, Kiebard Ten Ilroeek. 

A wealthy man, he took over the l)est horses money 
could buy in this country and did game and par- 
tially successful battle over there for a number of 
years. His veuture tills a remarkable i>age in turf 
liistory, aud this description of its features by 
Francis Stevens in Sports of the Times is valuable 
and worthy of presentation. Tea llroeek’s invasion, 
among other things, resulted in his bringing to this 
country liorses that have indelibly left their impress 
on our hrwding interests. Xlr. Stevens’ reminis- 
eeiiee of Ten Ilrottek’s career in England says: 

In liHiking over, recently, an old volume of the

out of .laiiette. sister to Sir Charles, had raced in 
England.

(sister to .Medoei b.v .Xnierieaii Eclipse. He was 
a Idgli class winner at all distances. 

I.ecomple was foaled ill ].S.''>II b.v Itostoii out of Hie 
famous Keel b.v Hlencoe. He was a noted winner 
at all distances and had Hie lioiior of being the 
only horse that ever defeated Eexin.gton. 

I’rioress w.is foaled in by .Smereigu out of 

Keel, dam of l.ecompte. etc. 

The horses Were s-til over in ciiarge of Haviii 
I'aliner, wlio trained for .Mr. Ten l!r<M*ck. and ar- 
rived safely and were put in slow work. The lot 
becalm* acclimated aud were largel.v enteri*<I in all 
Hie proniineiit slakes and races for wliicli tliey were 
eligible. 

■file tirst start made by tin* .Vniericiiii horses was 
at “(ilorioiis” (tiHidwiMid on .liil.v Hit. ls.%7. for tite 
(tiMKlwiMMl Clip, tii miles. Pryor. 131 pounds, ridden 
liy Cliiirles l.ittletield (now living at Sbee|isbe*id 
Itay. N. Y.), and Prior(*ss. piti pounds, ridden by 
Hilpatrick, started and W(*re unplaeid. Tlie race 
was won by Count E. d<* l.a Hrange’s .Monaripie. 
ttve years old. 131 pounds. Tin* winner .MonariitK* 
was destined to play an iin|iortaiit part iti Englisli 
racing, as lie sired tin* miglity Hlcdiateiir, which 
avenged Waterhsi by winnitig tin* 3.(XtO Huitieas, 
Herby. St. Leger, .\seot (!<dd Cup and other races.

(Mi imiiiids, :!l> to 1, ran a dead heat. ’I'lie 
owners all insisted on a rnn cdT aud here wa^ wlier * 
tin* .Vnieriean system of training came into pla.v, as 
Prioress had be<*n trained to run hints. She was 
ciMiled out b.v I’alnier atid I.itI lel'y*ld and catiie to 
Hie iMist ill line conditio'n. with the famous Oeorge 
Fordhaui in Hie saddle. El Hakim was the* favorite 
a I 0 lo 4, Prioress at 2 to 1 and Quc*en Bess at .3 
to 1. Fordhaui made a waitiug race and won by a 



length and a half, thus bringing off the first of | 
Mr. Ten Broeek’s famous coups. 

Mr. Littlefield was at the finishing post with 
Prioress’ clothing and was very jubilant over the 
victory, ns he had a sovereign on at ItfO to 1, as 
also did Palmer, the trainer. 

The vietor.v in the Cesarewitcli was memorable 
on aeeouut of its being the first dead lieat made 
fi>r the event and the only time in its history to 
date in which three horses have made a dead heat 
for it. It was also noteworthy as it if*presented 
the tirst victory b.v an .Vmerlean horse in England. 
Mr. T(*n P>r<H*ck's winnings were very large. 

Prioress started for the Cambridgeshire Handicap 
with ninety-eight pounds up aud was unplaced. Odd 
Trick winniii.g. 

Prioress was a goial bread winner for Mr. Ten 
Broeck as she also won in IH.'V.s the Great Y'orkshire 
Stakes over the St. Leger ciHirse at DiHicaster, 1 
mile tj furlongs and i:>3 yards, and a iiumlier of 
matches and Queen's Plates. Prioress and The 
Brewer ran a dead heat for sei'ond place in the 
Cesarewitcli in 18.->S, won by RiK-ket, and she was 
third to Tl'.e Promised Land for the Goodwooyl Cup 
of IS.'itl at two aud one-half miles. 

In 18.->8 and later on .Mr. Ten Broi-ck added to 
his stable Satellite (formerly Sherritt, a giKid win- 
ner in .Vmerica) by Albion, out of a mare by Levia- 
than. wln^ won the Stamford I’late and Plates 
at Ascot, Brighton and Newmarket, and was sec- 
ond for the GiMidwiHNl Cup. Starke, by Wagner, 
out of Keel, who won in 18.->!) the GihkIwivoiI S’takes, 
two and one-half miles, the Beiitlnck Memorial 
Plate. thri*t* mih*s and five furlongs at (iiHalwiMMl, 
and Hie Warwick Cup, thri*e miles, and in 18(!1 
won the Go^'IwimmI Cup. two and one-half miles, the 
Brigliton Stakes, and was second for the (;<«idw<HMl 
Stakes. 

rmpire, by l.ei-omple. out of .Vliee Carneal. was 
Iieavil.v backed ill the yearling laaiks to win the 
Derb.v of isi'^i fm* a large fortune at very long odds, 
rmpire won tliree races at two years old and was 
well liacked for tlie Herby. for which he started 
at (! lo 1 against, with The Wizard favorite at 3 
to 1 against and Tlioriiianliy at 4 to 1. rmpire ran 
seveiitli in a field of thirty. TlnM-iiiaiiiiy winning, 
file Wizard second and Horror tliird.

“Hid While Face," 
as liostoii w as faiiiiliarl.v called, w Idcli made eight 
trai'ks as he walked. Jlr. Nelson Dudley, wlio was 
su|M‘rintendent for .Mr. Kola*rt .V. .Vlexander, owner 
of the M'tKalliurii Stud, was going to kill him lie- 
cause of the raw and weak comlilion of tliese pas- 
terns, which seemed to give the horse great pain. 
.Mr. Alexander would not consent, us he was .Mr. 
Ten BriK'ck’s proia'rly, and tlius his life was saved. 
Mr. Dudley then had Ids pasterns iKiutid up and 
declared that he never would la* of any account. 
Optimist outgrew tlie weakness and won many 
times, mneli to Mr. Dudley's disgust and the pride 
of Mr. .Vlexander. optimist, after his racing 
career, was sent lo France, where he got many 
winners, among tliem Mars, which afterwards got 
.loiigieiir, which won Hie Canibridgeshire Handicap.

George and out of Transylvania, ti daiighler of 
tin* famous Peytona; Baliylon, l»y Belshtizzar, out 
of a mare liy Trustee; Bonita. I>y I'iiiancier, out of 
Sarah VVasIdngtoii: Charli'Ston, liy Sovereign, out of 
.VlillwiMHl; Cliariidan, by Knight of St. George, out 
of Peytona; Cincinnati, b.v Star Davis, out of Tliea- 
tress; lies Cliiles, by GleiiciH*, out of Brown Kitty; 
Illusion, b.v Revenue, out of Sister No. 3. to I’ryor; 
Knight of the Garter, by Sovereign, out of I.evit.v, 
b.v Trustee; Lincoln, by Belshazzar, out of a mare 
li.v .Iordan; .Myrtle. Iiy I.exington, out of Evergreen, 
liy (ileneiH*; Olive Branch, by I.exington, out t>f 
Sarali tVashington: Padrona. b.v Revenue, out of 
Spiletta, by Stockwell; Sumnierside, by Lexington, 
out of Sister No. 3 to I’ryor; Templar, by Knight 
of St. tieorge, out of Emilia, dam of ’.Vustralian;

Eclip.st* was b.v Orlando out of Gaze by 
Bay .Middleton, and had won the Clearwell Stakes 
al two years <dd and at three. Hie .Vseot Biennial, 
a slake at Newmarket, made a ilead heat witli 
Beadsman for Hie Newmarket Stakes, the pair 
dividing Hie slakes, and was foiirlii for tin* Derb.v. 
Itarliaril.v liy SiiiUHUii out of P.arliariiin's d:im, was 
a capital race mare, having won eight races at 
llirei* ye.irs «dd and six at four years of age. In 
1H.HI they were sent to this nmiitry. Eclipse made 
some seasons at Lexington, Ky., getting a number 
of good winners.
